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Concordia  College — River  Forest  began  with  a  promise  and 
some  prayers.  In  1861  members  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church  in  Addi- 
son, Illinois,  promised  land,  money  and  labor  to  the  German  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri  if  the  Synod  would  move  its 
teachers  seminary  from  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  Addison.  Zion,  like 
many  Lutheran  churches  in  the  area,  had  started  a  Christian  day 
school  and  was  in  need  of  teachers.  Two  years  later,  after  much 
discussion,  study  and  prayer,  the  Synod  accepted  the  congrega- 
tion's offer. 

The  members  of  Zion  were  true  to  their  word.  They  donated 
$3,128  for  the  hew  teachers  seminary,  on  which  construction  be- 
gan in  November  of  1863.  They  also  contributed  time  and  labor, 
which  were  precious  commodities.  Unfortunately,  because  of  ma- 
terial shortages  caused  by  the  Civil  War,  the  seminary  building  was 
not  completed  when  classes  began  September  1, 1864.  An  aban- 
doned tavern  became  the  seminary's  temporary  home. 

However,  the  new  three-story  building  was  finally  dedicated 
December  28,  1864.  It  became  the  first  home  of  the  teachers 
seminary  that  one  day  would  become  Concordia  College.  The 
kind  of  commitment  to  Christian  education  that  the  people  of  Zion 
displayed  has  characterized  Concordia's  125-year  history. 

In  1878,  the  seminary  and  area  congregations  began  a  student 
teaching  program  in  the  congregational  schools,  designed  to  give 
students  practical  teaching  experience.  Also,  instruction  in  the 
English  language  was  greatly  improved,  truly  a  step  forward  since 
the  official  language  of  the  Synod  was  still  German. 

Shortly  after  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  expanding  seminary 
had  outgrown  its  Addison  campus.  The  Synod  was  unable  to  fund 
construction  of  new  buildings,  so  many  Chicago  pastors  proposed 
moving  the  campus  to  the  city  or  a  near  suburb.  After  numerous 
arguments,  the  move  was  approved  by  the  Synod  on  May  17, 
1911.  The  LEA  of  Chicago  gave  the  Synod  40  acres  of  land  in  River 
Forest,  Illinois,  on  which  to  build  a  new  campus.  Construction  be- 
gan immediately. 

A  crowd  estimated  at  more  than  30,000  came  to  River  Forest 
on  October  12,  1913,  to  dedicate  the  new  facility.  Classes  began 
at  Concordia  Teachers  College  the  next  day.  Tragedy  struck  the 
campus  four  months  later.  The  administration  building  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  February  28,  1914.  The  blaze,  which  caused 


$85,000  in  damage,  was  believed  to  have  been  started  by  faulty 
wiring.  Restoration  began  immediately  and  the  administration 
building  was  rededicated  in  October  of  the  same  year. 

During  the  next  50  years,  Concordia  experienced  many 
changes.  Dormitories,  two  gymnasiums,  a  library  and  a  music  build- 
ing were  added  to  the  campus.  Summer  school  began  at  the 
college  in  1932. 

In  1938,  the  Synod  granted  Concordia  coeducational  status. 
The  student  body  selected  "Cougars"  as  the  school  mascot  in  the 
early  thirties. 

The  college's  four-year  program  was  accredited  in  1950.  Seven 
years  later,  Concordia  initiated  its  graduate  program,  which 
gained  accreditation  in  1963.  1964  marked  Concordia's  first  cen- 
tury as  an  institution  dedicated  to  providing  teachers  for  the 
church. 

In  the  1970's,  the  college  began  to  expand  its  educational 
mission  by  offering  professional  programs  in  areas  such  as  comput- 
er science  and  business.  The  expanded  curriculum  resulted  in  the 
institution  being  renamed  Concordia  College  in  1979. 

Through  the  1980's,  Concordia  has  continued  its  rich  education- 
al tradition  by  preparing  church  professionals  for  ministry  in  the 
Lutheran  Church — Missouri  Synod.  It  also  has  provided  a  Christian 
education  for  students  pursuing  studies  which  lead  to  positions  in 
the  business,  nursing,  computer  science  and  communications 
industries. 

Concordia's  40-acre  campus  teems  with  1,000  undergraduates 
and  200  graduate  students  studying  everything  from  teaching  to 
business  ethics.  Nearly  half  of  Concordia's  students  major  in  edu- 
cation; 10  percent  nursing;  and  40  percent  pursue  majors  in  busi- 
ness, computer  science,  liberal  arts  and  pre-professional  careers. 
The  student  body  represents  35  states  and  many  foreign 
countries. 

As  a  result  of  their  Christ-centered  Concordia  education,  gradu- 
ates are  equipped  to  go  into  the  world  and  make  disciples  in 
many  vocations.  Concordia's  past  points  its  way  into  the  future. 
Concordia  continues  to  change  in  many  ways,  including  an  up- 
coming status  change  to  a  University,  but  the  Christ-centered 
atmosphere  remains  present  at  all  times!

1975  -  Concordia  begins  its  early  childhood  edu- 
cation academic  program. 

1978  -  The  college  initiates  a  certificate  of  ad- 

vanced studies  program. 

1979  -  Concordia  Teachers  College  becomes 

Concordia  College  to  better  reflect  its 
expanded  curriculum.  Bachelor  of  music 
and  music  education  degrees  are  now 
offered. 

1980  -  After  16  years  of  fund  raising,  the  Chapel 

of  Our  Lord  and  the  Clara  and  Spencer 
Werner  Auditorium  are  dedicated.  The 
Deaconess  program  is  established  at  the 
college.

College  of  Nursing,  Concordia  begins  of- 
fering a  bachelor  of  science  degree  with 
a  nursing  major.

1987  -  Concordia's  football  team  goes  7-2  and

1988  -  Concordia  College  Computer  Network 

serves  50  users,  including  the  Synod, 
school  districts,  colleges  and  other 
agencies. 

1989  -  Concordia  College  celebrates  its  125th 

anniversary.

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The  Student  Association's  Executive 
Committee  (EXCOMM)  is  composed  of 
nine  dedicated  students  that  represent  all 
aspects  of  student  life  at  Concordia.  Work- 
ing in  conjunction  with  the  Student  Senate, 
the  EXCOMM  develops  the  policies  and 
programs  of  the  Association. 

The  Executive  Committee,  with  the  help 
of  several  committee  chairpersons, 
planned  and  executed  quality  programs 
that  stayed  within  budget.  Orientation 
Week,  Homecoming,  Family  Weekend,  the 
Christmas  Craft  Show,  the  Spiritual  Life  Re- 
treat, Spring  Formal  and  the  Christian  Con- 
cert featuring  the  group  "SONG"  all  met  or 
exceeded  the  quality  of  the  events  of  pre- 
vious years. 

Other  programs  grew  and  became 
more  established.  These  included  College 
Bowl,  the  Dorm  Improvement  Program  and 
the  Spiritual  Outreach  programs  that  in- 
volved an  increasing  number  of  Concordia 
students  and  also  featured  new  programs 
reaching  out  to  the  elderly  and  the  handi- 
capped.

To  celebrate  the  125th  Anniversary  of 
the  college,  the  Executive  Committee 
sponsored  a  picnic  with  a  wiener  roast,  pol- 
ka band,  bonfire  and  other  activities  at 
Zion  Bensenville,  the  founding  church  of 
Concordia.  The  evening  ended  with  devo- 
tions. Over  250  students,  faculty  and  staff 
enjoyed  these  festivities  on  a  beautiful  au- 
tumn afternoon. 

The  Executive  Committee  also  encour- 
aged the  students  to  voice  their  opinions  in 
organized  manner.  Surveys  concerning  the 
university  status,  smoking  in  public  areas  on 
campus  and  a  prayer  chapel  allowed  the 
students  to  express  their  views  on  these 
matters.  Over  200  students  showed  up  to 
become  informed  and  to  raise  concerns 
concerning  the  steep  tuition  increase. 

The  1989-1990  school  year  has  been  an 
exciting  time  for  us  to  be  your  student 
leaders.  We  feel  proud  that  you  entrusted 
us  with  this  responsibility  and  always  strived 
to  do  our  best  for  the  students  of  Concor- 
dia.

West  Suburban  College  of  Nurs- 
ing is  known  to  many  as  the  nursing 
students  second  home.  "West 
Sub,"  as  it  is  better  known,  provides 
an  excellent  medical  library,  prac- 
tice lab  room,  class  rooms,  clinical 
experience,  terrific  instructors  and 
a  special  student  center  where 
students  can  study,  socialize  and 
relax. 

Have  you  ever  wondered  what  a 
day  in  the  life  of  a  nursing  student  is 
like?  Here  is  an  example  of  a  typi- 
cal day  of  a  student  nurse.  Wake 
up  is  at  5:30  AM  to  get  ready  for 
another  day  of  clinical.  Next,  she 
slips  into  her  starched  uniform  and 
grabs  her  stethoscope  and  dashes 
out  to  catch  the  van  that  will  drive 
her  to  West  Sub.  After  getting  re- 
port from  a  floor  nurse,  she  greets 
her  patient  and  is  responsible  for 
that  patient's  morning  care.  Some 
of  this  care  includes:  a  bath,  oral 
hygiene,  making  the  bed,  giving 
medications  and  any  needed  pro- 
cedures. Often  teaching  and  an- 
swering the  patient's  questions  are 
involved.  Then  she  charts  her  work 
and  reports  to  the  nurse  and  her 
instructor.  Later  she  formulates  a 


care  plan  specific  for  that  patient 
with  the  information  she  received 
that  day.  Often  times  afternoon 
and  night  classes  are  fit  in  with  this 
schedule.

She  has 
been  involved  in  the  Christian 
Nurses  Educators  organization  and 
has  conducted  and  participated  in 
many  in-service  workshops,  confer- 
ences and  various  research  pro- 
jects.

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Concordia's  football  team  struggled 
through  a  tough  season,  finishing  with  a 
2-6-1  record.  The  Cougars  began  the 
season  with  impressive  victories  over 
Northwestern  (Wl)  and  the  University  of 
Chicago,  outscoring  the  two  schools 
by  a  combined  score  of  53-14.  The 
next  two  games  were  marked  by  of- 
fensive turnovers  and  defensive 
breakdowns,  which  resulted  in  losses. 
The  following  week  was  homecoming. 
The  opposition  was  Concordia  Wis- 
consin, ranked  sixth  nationally  at  the 
time  in  the  NAIA  Division  II.  The  Cougars 
put  forth  one  of  their  best  efforts  of  the 
season.  The  Falcons  had  to  come  from 
behind  in  the  fourth  quarter  to  win.  The 
following  games  turned  out  to  be  diffi- 
cult defeats,  along  with  one  tie. 

The  offense  featured  several  stand- 
outs. Freshman  Jeff  Braun,  son  of  Head 
Coach  Jim  Braun,  led  the  offensive 
charge.  He  threw  for  1279  yards,  good 
for  13  touchdowns.  Braun  also  rushed 
for  255  yards  and  one  touchdown.  His 
primary  target  was  senior  receiver 
Tom  Heinlein.  Heinlein  made  51  recep- 
tions which  he  turned  into  765  yards 
and  eight  touchdowns.  Braun  con- 
nected with  Heinlein  on  a  72  yard 
touchdown,  the  longest  of  the  season,

against  IBC.  The  offensive  line  featured 
the  fine  play  of  senior  Luke  Peterson 
and  junior  Jeff  Roth.  The  defense  was 
led  by  sophomore  Clarke  Tanner  at 
linebacker  and  senior  Tim  Concannon 
in  the  secondary.  Other  major  contrib- 
utors to  the  defense  include  senior 
Gary  Baldner,  junior  Dan  Landgraf ,  and 
freshmen  Lonnie  Pries  and  Brett  Zabek. 
Special  teams  had  two  standout  per- 
formers. Freshman  kicker  Travis  Lawin 
averaged  49  yards  per  kick.  Punting, 
punt  and  kick  returning  featured  the 
very  versatile  Heinlein.  Heinlein  aver- 
aged 40  yards  per  punt,  and  20  yards 
per  kick  return. 

Heinlein  (as  a  receiver),  Concannon, 
and  Tanner  were  selected  to  the  first 
team  All-Conference;  Peterson,  Hein- 
lein (as  a  punter),  and  Pries  received 
second  team  honors;  and  Roth,  Braun, 
Landgraf,  Sandors,  and  Bradley  re- 
ceived honorable  mention. 

Even  though  their  record  didn't  show 
it,  the  Cougars  showed  that  they  were 
legitimate  contenders  in  1989.  With 
the  loss  of  only  four  seniors,  the  1990 
Cougars  should  be  a  much  improved 
team  with  more  experience.

The  1 989- 1990  season  got  off 
to  a  slow  start  as  the  Cougars 
dropped  their  first  ten  matches. 
Coach  Mara  Schmidt  decided 
to  change  the  offensive  set, 
and  the  young  squad  respond- 
ed by  improving  their  play.  They 
finished  the  season  strong  with 
victories  in  their  last  five  con- 
tests. Their  overall  record  for  the 
season  was  11-17.  They  finished 
with  a  6-4  record  in  the  confer- 
ence, which  was  good  for  third 
place. 

Junior  Pam  Geise  took  over  all 
the  setting  duties  and  broke  a 
school  record  with  42  setting  as- 
sists versus  Judson  College. 
Geise  also  broke  Concordia's 
single  season  setting  assists  re- 
cord with  a  total  of  473.  The 
team  was  also  led  by  the  block- 
ing and  hitting  of  junior  Laura 
Kohrs  and  senior  Sonja  Howard, 
both  All-Conference  selections. 
"We  finished  the  season  playing 


with  a  lot  more  consistency,"  re- 
marked Coach  Schmidt  of  her 
young  squad's  strong  finish.  "We 
won  by  not  necessarily  playing 
great  volleyball,  but  by  playing 
with  consistency  and  few  errors. 
We  got  contributions  from  a  lot 
of  players,  which  was  necessary 
because  we  didn't  have  a  dom- 
inant player." 

The  strong  finish  is  a  good  sign 
for  the  1990  volleyball  squad. 
The  Cougars  will  lose  senior  co- 
captains  Howard  and  Robyn 
Hemler  to  graduation.  But  a  solid 
nucleus  will  return  next  year  that 
will  be  led  by  this  year's  junior 
class  of  Geise,  Kohrs,  and  Rachel 
Stohs.

The  Concordia  Women's  Ten- 
nis team  kept  going  what  is  turn- 
ing out  to  be  a  tradition;  they 
captured  their  eighth  straight 
NIIC  conference  championship. 
Concordia  had  to  face  Rock- 
ford,  Aurora,  and  Trinity.  Their 
stiffest  competitor  was  Rock- 
ford,  who  defeated  Concordia 
earlier  in  the  season.  The  cham- 
pionship came  down  to  the  final 
three  double  matches.  The 
Cougars  needed  to  win  all  three 
matches,  and  they  did!  Team 
effort  reflected  the  season. 
When  one  went  down,  another 
stepped  in  and  filled  the  spot. 

The  Cougars  ended  the  sea- 
son with  a  record  of  10-6.  The  10 
victories  ties  the  school  record 
for  most  victories  in  one  season. 
Karen  Ditzler  led  the  team  with  a 
14-4  record,  followed  by  Sherry 
Stuckwisch  and  Stephanie 
Kroeger,  each  with  a  13-5  re- 
cord. The  double  team  of  Ditzler 


and  Colleen  Robison  posted  a 
14-1  record.  This  1989  tennis 
team  also  put  some  names  in 
the  record  books.  Stuckwisch, 
Kroeger,  Diep  Lam,  and  Ditzler 
finished  3rd,  7th,  9th,  and  15th 
respectively  in  career  victories 
at  Concordia,  as  well  as  5th, 
3rd,  8th,  and  4th  respectively  in 
highest  winning  percentages. 
The  Cougars  were  able  to  cap- 
ture six  of  the  nine  positions  on 
the  All-Conference  team.  Those 
who  made  it  are  Ditzler, 
Kroeger,  Lam,  Robison,  Stuck- 
wisch, and  freshman  Soutsada 
Thavong. 

The  team  will  be  losing  co- 
captains  Lam,  Kroeger,  and 
Ditzler  to  graduation.  But  they 
will  be  returning  five  letter  win- 
ners in  1990,  including  co-cap- 
tain Stuckwisch.  Surely  it  can  be 
said  that  the  1989  women's  ten- 
nis team  is  one  of  the  greatest  in 
Concordia's  history! 


The  Concordia  Cross  Country 
team  faced  many  tough  oppo- 
nents during  the  1989  season. 
They  opened  their  season  on  a 
water-logged,  muddy  course  in 
the  Elmhurst  Invitational,  placing 
4th  out  of  7.  They  returned  to 
the  same  location  a  week  later 
for  the  North  Park  Invitational. 
They  ran  against  some  very 
good  schools,  like  the  top- 
ranked  Division  III  team  from  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  at  Ste- 
vens Point,  and  the  defending 
Division  III  national  champion 
North  Park  Vikings.  The  course 
was  much  improved  and  the 
Cougars'  times  reflected  that 
fact.  Then  it  was  on  to  Illinois 
Benedictine  College  Invitation- 
al, followed  by  the  Loyola  Invita- 
tional. The  Loyola  Invitational 
featured  many  talented  teams 
from  Division  I,  like  the  University 
of  Kentucky  and  the  host  Ram- 
blers. Following  meets  at  Carroll 


University  and  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  -  Parkside,  the  team 
concluded  its  season  in  the 
Northern  Illinois  Intercollegiate 
Conference  meet.  Concordia 
was  hoping  to  challenge  the 
host  IBC  Eagles  for  the  confer- 
ence championship.  However, 
the  title  stayed  with  IBC.  The 
Cougars  were  able  to  run  away 
with  second  place! 

The  leader  of  the  Cougars  in 
all  of  the  meets  was  freshman 
Harold  Bright.  Bright  posted  an 
original  best  time  of  28:52  in  the 
IBC  meet.  But,  he  saved  his  best 
for  last  when  he  beat  his  best 
time  by  10  seconds  in  the  NIIC 
tournament.

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The  Cougars  suffered  through  a 
tough  season,  but  one  which  will 
use  as  a  foundation  to  grow  and 
build  for  the  future.  The  team  took 
on  almost  a  completely  new  look 
for  the  1989-90  season.  Fourteen 
new  players  joined  two  returning 
lettermen  and  five  returnees  from 
the  junior  varsity  squad.  Head 
Coach  Keith  Peterson,  entering 
into  his  second  year  at  Concordia, 
knew  that  his  young  squad  lacked 
experience  as  a  team.  But,  he 
knew  that  his  Cougars  worked  hard 
and  had  a  lot  of  enthusiasm. 
Coach  Peterson  looked  to  his  two 
returning  lettermen  to  lead  the 
team.  They  are  senior  Paul  Miles 
and  sophomore  Bob  Sheffield.  Both 
responded  well.  Miles  showed  that 
he  was  a  three-point  threat  when 


he  hit  nine  three-point  shots  at  the 
C.l.T.  tournament,  which  is  both  a 
school  and  a  C.l.T.  record.  Sheffield 
also  showed  his  offensive  pres- 
ence, often  leading  the  team  in 
scoring.  Many  of  the  new  recruits 
contributed  heavily.  Freshmen 
guards  Joe  Althage  and  Darron 
Lowe  and  freshman  center  Lonnie 
Pries  were  among  those  who  stood 
out.  The  Cougars  were  helped  with 
coaching  from  assistants  John 
Reincke  and  Alan  Loeb,  both  of 
which  played  for  the  Cougars  be- 
tween 1986-89.  The  outlook  is  very 
positive  and  promising  for  the  Cou- 
gars. With  virtually  the  entire  team 
returning,  the  Cougars  should  be- 
gin to  build  into  one  of  the  powers 
in  the  NIIC. 


The  Concordia  women's  basket- 
ball team  suffered  much  of  the 
same  fate  as  the  men's  basketball 
team.  The  team  is  headed  by 
Coach  Tom  Faszholz,  who  returned 
to  coaching  basketball  after  sev- 
eral years  absence.

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Our  1989-90  academic  year  has  been 
filled  with  events,  both  local  and  world- 
wide.

and  capture  Col.  Noriega  for  drug 
charges.  After  a  couple  weeks,  all  four  of 
Bush's  objectives  had  been  met  and  the 
democratic  government  was  in-place. 

The  space  age  continues  into  the  90's 
with  plans  to  build  an  orbiting  space  sta- 
tion, a  lunar  space  station,  and  a  manned 
flight  to  our  closest  planet.  Photography 
celebrated  its  150th  anniversary.  Comput- 
ers are  becoming  faster,  smaller,  and  more 
powerful;  while  science  and  medicine  are 
getting  very  advanced.
